INDIANA FOULS, IND., DBO. 2 8.— 
The United S ta te s government with 
stern and d e c e iv e swiftness today 
took into its possession thirty-eight 
union labor officials convicted of con­ 
spiracy, of prom oting explosions on 
non-union work throughout the land, 
of aiding In the destruction which 
‘brought about loss of life at Hx>s An­ 
geles, Cal., and 
of 
carrying 
on 
a “reign of t e r r o r ,’’ declared to -be 
-unparalleled In th e history of the 
country. 
Almost the entire execu­ 
tive staff of the International Asso­ 
ciation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
W orkers was convicted. 
Only two 
officials of that union remain out of 
jail. 
At the head of the list of those 
convicted stands Frank M. Ryan, the 
president. 
Aftermath of Time* Explosion, 
j 
It was in this union with 12,0Vt> 
members of which John J. 'McNa­ 
mara twas s e c r e tary-treasurer who 
conducted the dynamitings out of 
which the present convictions grew. 
Today’s convictions coming on a scale 
•unprecedented 
in 
a federal court, 
were an afterm ath of the killing of 
21 persons in the ‘blowing up of the 
Los Angeles Times building on Oc­ 
tober 1st, 1910. 
‘McNamara and his 
brother, James TI., the Times dyna­ 
miter, are convicts in California. Ry­ 
an and hhs fellow officials, the for­ 
mer associates of McNamara, are fed­ 
eral <prisoners here awaiting sentence. 
Two Not Iron Workers. 
Two of those convicted were not 
affiliated with the iron workers’ u n ­ 
ion, but they were found guilty of 
joining with the iron workers offi­ 
cials in (promoting the conspiracy. 
One of these is Olaf A, Tveitmoe, 
San 'Francisco, a recognized labor 
leader on the Pacific,coast, the te*tl- 
mony against whom was that he aid­ 
ed in causing explosions at Los An­ 
geles. wrote letters affront them and 
referred to them “ as Christmas pres­ 
ents” after the fatal explosion at Los 
Angeles and that he aided in conceal­ 
ing evidence wanted in California. 
He is secretary 
of 
the California 
'building trades council. 
'Hiram Erkiln, Muncie, the other 
member of the union convicted was 
formerly an organizer for the Toited 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join­ 
ers la Detroit. 
Munsey Harbored McNamara. 
Another token of the Los Angeles 
explosion cam e in the conviction of 
J. E. Munsey, av ho is charged by the 
government with harboring James B. 
McNamara for tw-o 
weeks in Salt 
/Lake City, while t h a t dynamiter was 
fleeing from the scene of his crime. 
Many of those 
convicted 
were 
charged with knowing only of local 
explosions on the work of contractors 
who refused to recognize the union, 
•but were thus 'brought into the gen­ 
eral conspiracy. 
Ryan, John T. Rub­ 
ier, vice-president of the union, 'Buf­ 
falo, Eugene A. Clancy, San Francis­ 
co, Frank B. Webb, New York; Mi­ 
chael J. Young, Boston; 'Phillip A. 
Cooley, New Orleans, Henry W. Leg- 
leitner, of Denver and Charles N. 
Buim, Minneapolis were all convict­ 
ed as having appropriated out of the 
•union’s funds $1,000 which .McNa­ 
mara paid for explosions. 
Herbert S. Hockln, who resigned as 
secretary of the union only a few 
weeks ago, who was ibranded as “ the 
Iago of the conspiracy’’ in having 
helped to instigate the plots and em­ 
ploying 
Ortie 
'McManigal to carry | 
them out, while afterwards "betray 
lug his fellow conspirators" to pro 
mote his own interests, stands among 
the most p ro m in e n t of those con 
victed. 
He figured almost daily iu 
the testimony. 
('m in Session Brief. 
(Sixteen minutes was ail the time 
required by the c o u r t to receive tbs 
jury, read its verdict of “ thirty-eight 
•guilty and two not guilty," and dis 
miss the jurors. 
The verdict brought to an end the 
historic 
three 
m o n th s ’ 
“dynamite 
conspiracy’’ trial. 
It meant, except

Marched to Jail. 
Attorney Charles Miller, who pros­ 
ecuted the cases for the government, 
said he would oppose any appeals for 
light sentences in th e cases of cer­ 
tain prisoners. T on ig h t the prison­ 
ers four in each cell occupy two tiers 
of cells in the Marion county jail. 
They are on the second floor of the 
gray stone building 
within a few 
•blocks of the heart of the city. The 
prisoners were im mediately marched 
through the streets in a brilliant win­ 
ter sun light to the county jail. One 
hour after their arrival at the jail 
the prisoners were served the regu­ 
lar noon day meal which consisted 
for each prisoner, 
half a loaf of 
bread, a tin of coffee, i*eef and cale 
baee. 
The prisoners each visible to 
the others through the bars were va­ 
riously downcast or cheerful. 
Some 
professed to take th e jury’s verdict 
in light spirits. 
While disappoint­ 
ment was plainly written across the 
countenances of th e others. 
Mar­ 
shal Schmidt at once placed 
extra 
guards aiwut the 'Jail 
to prevent 
demonstration by crowds. 
Women Become Hysterical. 
Outside the jail there was enacted 
a scene in which joy played no part. 
It had to do with the wives, sisters 
and children of the defendants. That 
verdict delivered in the sombre court 
room in so brief tim e struck first 
silence and then 
an 
outburst of 
hysterical sobbing am ong the wom­ 
en who for months had hoped for a 
different result. 
Borne of the wom­ 
en attempted to climb over the rail­ 
ings which separated them and had 
for weeks separated 
them 
during 
the court’s session from that part 
of the room where the defendants 
sat. 
Arms appealing were stretched 
forth. 
Mrs. Frank J. Higgins, Bos­ 
ton fainted as she saw' her husband 
led away. 
The children of others 
begin to cry but th e orders of the 
court were inexorible. 
“ Clear the court room ,” demand 
ed 
Marshall Schmidt, 
who with I 
staff of special deputies had thirtv- 
eight pairs of handcuffs in readiness 
Street Scene* Dramatic. 
But a scene almost like 
a 
page 
from Victor Hugo 
was yet to be 
witnessed on the stre e ts in the ter­ 
rorized faces and frenzied gestlcuke- 
tions of those who followed in the 
wake of the procession to the 
jail 
Three men abreast, a prisoner with a 
handcuffed deputy on each side, the 
procession itself a lm o st a half block 
long 
marched 
th r o u g h 
crowded 
streets 'but among 
crowds 
which 
looked on in silence. 
Many women elbowed through the 
crowds, courageously 
keeping 
the 
pace set by the prisoners ahead, but 
others lagged behind or lost their 
way. 
Yet at the co u n ty jail the rela 
tives of the prisoners and labor as 
sociates soon arrived in great num- 


j hers it was impossible 
to 
admit 
them. 
Marshal Schm idt held a con­ 
ference with 
the 
government of­ 
ficials as to steps to t a k e in handling 
those who claimed the privilege of 
seeing the prisoner®. 
“ Lawyers first and the women aft­ 
erwards,” he finally announced as hi# 
decision as to those to be admitted 
to the cella. All afternoon and to­ 
night the lawyers an d women divid­ 
ed the time allotted for visitors. 
President Uyun (interviewed. 
At the door of the corridor of the 
jail, 
President 
Ryan of the Iron 
workers union was interviews! to­ 
night. 
He was not allowed to be 
seen in his cell but in response to a 
request he was led out into a cor­ 
ridor. 
"I have nothing to say about the 
verdicts, 
except 
th is,” 
said 
Mr. 
Ryan, “greater men than 
we 
are 
have been incarcerated, 
In olden 
times they use to cutoff the ears of 
honest pi en." 
“ What will be done in tile in­ 
terests of the iron workers’ union 
now that all but two of the officials 
are in prison " 
“ I will say nothing about that ut 
this time," he replied. 
Only Two Out of I*rIson. 
J. McClory. Cleveland, who recent­ 
ly was appointed secretary of the un­ 
ion to succeed Iboekin and Ed. Lewis 
a member of the executive staff are 
the only officials now out of prison. 
The 
international 
headquarters 
where dynamite and nitro-glycerine 
were found hidden in vaults after 
McNamara’s arrest seem ed to'lie de­ 
serted 
except 
for 
two 
women 
stenographers. 
T h e stenographers 
said they did not know where Mc­ 
Clory and Mr. Lewis were. 
Mon­ 
day ’s procedure according 
to 
cus­

may then offer motions to apt the 
verdicts aside on account of lack of 
evidence.

BOSTON, DEA’. 28.—“ If I should 
ever havt the occasion to write about 
the Spanish war I should have to 
have to write very harshly of th? 
high officers of the army and .navy,” 
declared Col. Theodore Roosevelt to­ 
day before the military 
historical 
socitty of Massachusetts. 
“ The de­ 
fects of the army men were mort 
obvious than those of the naval of­ 
ficers. 
T h e fault, however, was not 
theirs,” he added, "it was the fault 
of the system, which for thirty years 
had resulted in no adequate prepara­ 
tion for war. 
The 
brigade 
com­ 
manders in our army in Cuba had 
never seen a brigade 
in 
service 
since the civil war and then they 
were c aptains and lieutenants.” 
Col. Roosevelt said the non-com­ 
missioned officers and 
junior 
of­ 
ficers of th e line who served in Cuba 
were “ excellent.’’ 
Some bureau chiefs in 
war de­ 
partment before the war occurred 
were described by Col. Roosevelt as 
“ high m inder, esteemable 
gentle­ 
men, but utterly unable to under 
stand tile conditions af modern war­ 
fare.” 
One complained to him he declar 
ed that his department was running 
alright until the war came along. 
Another he said, told him to use the 
•black po w d er because 
the 
smoke 
will hide your men. 
T h ere is but 
one way to obtain peace, continued 
the colonel,-“ and that is by keeping 
our arm y and navy in such a state of 
-preparation that there will be no 
temptation on the part of some one 
else to go to war with 
us. 
The 
principle of arbitration 
was being 
carried too far he thonught and was 
causing too little attention 
to be 
paid to needed preparations for war. 
“ If you teach a soldier th at he can 
arbitrate a slap in the face, 
he 
won’t fight,” sand the colonel, “ ami 
likewise, if you teach a nation to 
arbitrate a matter of vital Interest 
to it it w o n ’t fight. 
“ I d o u b t if in the country there 
Is a m ore Sincere advocate o f peace 
than I ani. 
But I know my country­ 
men; they will go to war at the drop 
of the hat if their national honor is 
jeopardized in any manner.”

th i n k a tire had hurst, dismounted 
from h is seat and exam ined all the 
wheels.

r u n n i n g o ut the door of th e vehicle. 
Police ordered the driver to take tile 
i n j u r e d man to a hospital. 
He was

cuss him now.

that w ithout his testimony and as­ 
sistance th e r e would be no ease here 
last year o r in Indianapolis.” 
McManigal 
confessed

blown up the Llewellyn iron Works 
on C hristm as day, 19PO.

Conspiracy Trial Tells of Their 
Deliberations. 


New Castle, Ind., Dec. 2-8. 
-Frank 
Dare, the farmer who was foreman of 
the jury which convicted the 38 de­ 
fendants in the dynamite conspiracy 
trial, arrived here tonight. “Hpeak- 
ing for the jury I wish to say til at we 
gave careful consideration to all the 
testimony and arrived at our verdict 
after due deliberation,” 
said 
Mr. 
Dare. 
“ When we entered the jury room 
we took up the instructions of the 
court from the bottom it resulted in 
my election as foreman. 
Strange to 
say' tout from the start Buckley and 
Blaffert 
were 
considered innocent. 
They were promptly acquitted and 
then we took up the other defendants 
one by one. 
Every name was gone 
over and every man was d* ".Hissed. 
From the start it was the unanimous 
opinion of my fellow jurors and my­ 
self that Ortie E. McManigal had told 
the truth. 
We regarded his testi­ 
mony as unshaken thy crosa-examina- 
tion and thought of him as a self- 
confessed criminal who was exposing 
his associates to provide a light sen­ 
tence for himself. 
"In ou r minds 
there 
were no 
doubts as to the guilt of Ryan and the 
other officers and members of th 
executive J>oard of the union. 
We 
had no sympathy for Hock in and 
when we filed out to return our ver­ 
dict I looked 
with sorrow on til 
faces of the women whose husbands, 
sons, brothers and fathers w ere about 
to lie sentenced to a felon’s cell.” 


STAUNTON, VA., DEC, 28.-—Pres­ 
ident-elect Wilson, -by birth a Vir­ 
ginian, 'but by adoption a son of New 
Jersey, proclaimed today the hope 
that his administration may mean the 
final c/dlteration of everything that 
may have in the past divided tile 
north and south.
